In the next two weeks 
this figure was cut to about 18,- 
000, and a week later finds the 
volume of titles mailed out, keep- 
ing abreast with applications. 

In April a total of 94,266 ap- 
plications for new titles, title 
transfers and duplicate titles, 
were heaped on the division; 
75,221 titles were mailed out. 
This was accomplished by dint 
of 80 people working overtime on 
Saturdays, together with 27 ex- 
pert typists on duty two to three 
hours every night of the month. 


Every police chief in the ‘state 
of Michigan will receive a copy 
of Act 51 of the Public Acts of 
1935, which was given immedi- 
ate effect by the legislature, and 
signed by Governor Frank D.

Other Cities Like 
Manager Government 


Grayling, having voted to 
adopt the fifth class form of 
city government, the voters are 
again required to go to the polis 
and manifest their pleasure as 
to the newly drawn up charter 
under which the city is to be 
administered. The form of gov- 
ernment provided by the duly 
elected charter commission ad- 
vocates a managerial form as 
against council or aldermanic 
form. 

In order to get an idea as to 
how that type of government is 
working out in other cities where 
it is employed, Mayor Clippert 
sent out many letters inquiring 
as to its success. About 20 re- 
plies have been received all of 
which indicate the highest type 
of optimism on the success of 
their respective communities. 

From among the many letters 
received we have selected four 
for our readers. One is from the 
extreme southern end of the 
state, one from about the central. 
one from the northern part and 
one from the Upper Peninsula. 
Read what these several mayors 
have to say on the subject. They 
read as follows: : 


City of Three Rivers, 
Michigan.

To The Mayor

In answer to your communica- 
tion of April 30th relative to your 
village incorporating as a Home 
Ruled City, adopting the City 
Manager form of government.

Mt. Pleasant, Michigan

Dear Sir: 

It gives me pleasure to give 
you a short history of the ex- 
perience of Mt. Pleasant as a 
Home Rule City under the Com- 
tnission-Manager form of gov- 
ernment. 

The city took up this form of 
government in 1921. Since then. 
many physical improvements 
have been made and the city 
has enjoved a petiod of lower 
tases, lower nept requirements 
and a total wbsence of financial 
troubles. We have not been uif- 
fucted with rabid politics and tne 
type of man selected as a City 
Commissioner” has been high, 
usually business or professional 
men, with a distinct desire to be 
of service to the community. 

I think that the citizens of 
Mt. Pleasant are generally pleas- 
ed with our type of government. 
It appears like a business-like 
way in which to conduct a city’s 
affairs and if certain well-found- 
ed principles are followed, 
should prove quite successful in 
any community. By that I mean 
just this: In Mt. Pleasant, the 
City Commission, elected on a 
non-partisan ballot, and for stag- 
gered three year terms, decide 
the policies of the City and make 
all decisions in respect to the 
business politic of the communi- 
ty, meeting twice each month. 
Once such decisions are made, 
then it becomes the duty of the 
City Manager to put the wishes 
of the Commission into effect. He 
is the chief administrative officer 
of the city. The City Commis- 
sion has never interfered with 
the methods pursued by the 
Manager in this city. It feels 
that the managers duties are dis- 
tinctly set forth and failure on 
his part to properly care for 
such duties would simply mean 
another manager. However, this 
city has had but three managers 
in the !4 years under the plan, 
and one of the three is now serv- 
ing his second appointment in 
Mt. Pleasant.
